4. Greatest number of Sunday Schools 
organized this assembly year.

6. Greatest amount of increase in 
Sunday School offerings over last 
year. 

7. Greatest percentage of 
in orphanage offerings.

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Hope By T. S. PAYNE 


“That we might have a strong con- 
solation, who have fled for refuge to lay 
hold upon the hope set before us: which 
hope we have as an anchor of the soul, 
both sure and steadfast, and which en- 
tereth into that within the veil,’ Heb. 
6:18, 19. 


The religion of the Old Testament is 
of all things a religion of hope, centered 
in God, from whom all deliverance and 
blessings are confidently expected. The 
varieties cf this hope are countless, but 
the form most perfected and with fun- 
damental significance for the New Tes- 
tament is the firm trust that at a time 
appointed God will establish a kingdom 
of righteousness. Hence, after the as- 
cension the early Church was left with 
the hope and fond expectation that He 
would soon return to those who were 
left to look for the realization of that 
blessed hope and the glorious appearing 
of the great God and Savior Jesus Christ. 


“Hope!” It is such a little word, only 
four letters, but, oh, such a wonderful 
meaning! 

It is the only thing left to comfort 
the poor mother who has watched night 
after night at the bedside of her sick 
child. It is hope that causes her poor 
tired eyes to take on new lustre, and 
brings again the color to her faded 
cheeks. 


Just breathe a little hope into the ear 
of the poor sufferer as he lies pale and 
emaciated upon his bed of affliction, 
then watch his eyes light up and _his 
pulse beat faster. 

Hope paints the present and the fu- 
ture of those who possess it with ever 
brightening colors of promise, and hangs 
a rainbow in their troubled skies. 


Let us take one long look back down 
the plodding course of time, long before 
the beginning of creation, and see God 
outlining the plan of the universe. And 
then afterwards, by the power of 
His Word, swinging the gigantic 
and stupendous miracle into action 
out of the void of nothingness. 
It was by the power of His work 
that the great clock of creation was set 
in motion. Creation was God’s great 
hope chest. In it He placed Adam and 
Eve, the first garments of humanity, 
vested with the mysterious power of 
life, but they, through the exercise of 
their own free moral agency, plunged 
themselves and all their posterity into 
such a condition of misery and despair 
that it was best described as “having no 
hope and without God in the world.” 

When man was cast out of Eden’s 
beautiful bower and its gates had for- 


ever closed behind that guilty pair, and 
the flaming sword of the Lord had been 
properly placed to guard its portals, the 
whole life current of the human race 
was shifted into a different channel. 
The change had been from roses to 
thorns, and from joy to sorrow. 


Man’s fall was not a merciless fall. 
Hope saw a star; it was the star of Beth- 
lehem, the bright and morning star, and 
its appearance within the bleak skies of 
the night of death marks the dawn of a 
better day, a day in which other morn- 
ing stars will sing together while other 
sons of God shout for joy. 


It was in the beginning of this new 
era that the second Adam (Jesus) came 
to deliver those who through fear of 
death were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. He came to preach the gospel 
to the poor and to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the cap- 
tives, the recovering of sight to the blind, 
and to set at liberty them that are 
bruised. He came to bring the prisoners 
out of the prison house of sin. 


The first Adam became the door 
through which all humanity walked out 
from the presence of God, leaving be- 
hind them the fullness of joy, the pleas- 
ures, and peace that passeth all under- 
standing. Before the fall, man sat down 
under His shadow with great delight and 
God’s Spirit was sweet to his taste. There 
they sat in the region of the shadow of 
death. Man changed his crown for a 
cross, his light for darkness, his grace 
for disgrace. Now the poor wandering 
wretch sees another door. It is the sec- 
ond Adam, and through Him all hu- 
manity may pass if they would re-enter 
the presence of God. 


No need for weeping and sighing. No 
cause for us to sigh as Job of old when 
he said, ““My days are swifter than the 
weaver’s shuttle, and are spent with- 
out hope.” No longer do we need to sit 
among the ashes and mournfully intone, 
“TI cry unto thee and thou dost not hear 
me,” for Jesus has come and given us 
everlasting consolation and good hope 
through grace. 


All through the Scriptures, hope is 
set forth as following faith. Thus: Who 
by Him do belicve in God that raised 
Him from the dead, and gave Him glory; 
that your faith and hope might be in 
God. When faith lays hold on God’s 
promises, hope is born, and forthwith 
begins to look for their fulfillment. 

After Abraham had received God’s 
promises he did not consider his own 
body as being dead, but believed God 
and it was imputed for righteousness 
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and he became the father of many na- 
tions. 

Hope! such a little word but such a 
wonderful meaning. When everything 
seems to be against us and clouds of de- 
spair are hanging round, Hope reaches 
down into the darkness of the soul and 
becomes a light shining in a dark place. 
It is the sacred stimulus that incites the 
weary soul to strive, to struggle on, and 
“press toward the mark for the prize of 
the high calling of God in Christ Jesus,” 
knowing full well “what is the hope of 
his calling, and what the riches of the 
glory of his inheritance in the saints.” 
It is that blessed anchor of the soul, both 
sure and stedfast, and which entereth in- 
to that within the veil. 

Like some blessed angel of light, Hope 
softly whispered its sweet message to the 
prodigal son as he fed the swine far away 
from home, friendless and alone, painting 
such pleasant pictures of the home com- 
ing that it caused him to form new reso- 
lutions, and to arise and go back to his 
father. 

Hope had been standing at the pool 
of Bethesda for a period of approximate- 
ly thirty-eight years beckoning to the 
poor impotent man year after year, but 
one day he got into the waters and was 
healed. 

Hope! that blessed anchor of the soul. 
It makes us able to look into the face 
of impossibilities and press onward with 
a faith that will not be denied. By it we 
are made able to glory in tribulations, 
knowing that tribulation worketh pa- 
tience, and patience experience; and ex- 
perience hope: and hope maketh not 
ashamed; because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto us.

Church of God Doctrine 


“Whom shall he teach knowledge? 
and whom shall he make to understand 
doctrine? them that are weaned from the 
milk, and drawn from the breasts. For 
precept must be upon precept, precept 
upon precept; line upon line, line upon 
line; here a little, and there a little: For 
with stammering lips and another tongue 
will he speak to this people,” Isa. 28:9- 
i. 

“Jesus answered them and said, My 
doctrine is not mine, but his that sent 
me. If any man will do his will, he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it be of 
God, or whether I speak of myself,” 
John 7:16, 17. 

“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall de- 
part from the faith, giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 
Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their 
conscience seared with a hot iron; For- 
bidding to marry, and commanding to 
abstain from meats, which God hath 
created to be received with thanksgiving 
of them which believe and know the 
truth. For every creature of God is 
good, and nothing to be refused, if it be 
received with thanksgiving: For it is 
sanctified by the word of God and 
prayer. If thou put the brethren in re- 
membrance of these things, thou shalt 
be a good minister of Jesus Christ, nour- 
ished up in the words of faith and of 
good doctrine, whereunto thou hast at- 
tained, but refuse profane and old wives 
fables, and exercise thyself rather unto 
godliness. For bodily exercise profiteth 
little: but godliness is profitable unto all 
things, having promise of the life that 
now is, and of that which is to come. 
This is a faithful saying and worthy of 
all acceptation. For therefore we both 
labour and suffer reproach, because we 
trust in the living God, who is the Sav- 
iour of all men, specially of those that 
believe. These things command and 
teach. Let no man despise thy youth; 


but be thou an example of the believers, 
in word, in conversation, in charity, in 
spirit, in faith, in purity. Till I come, 
give attendance to reading, to exhorta- 
tion, to doctrine. Neglect not the gift 
that is in thee, which was given thee by 
prophecy, with the laying on of the 
hands of the presbytery. Meditate upon 
these things; give thyself wholly to 
them; that thy profiting may appear to 
all. Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine; continue in them: for in 
doing this thou shalt both save thyself, 
and them that hear thee,” 1 Tim. 4th 


chapter. 


“This know also, that in the last days 
perilous times shall come. For men shall 
be lovers of their own selves, covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedi- 
ent to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
without natural affection, trucebreak- 
ers, false accusers, incontinent, fierce, 
despisers of those that are good, traitors, 
heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; Having a form 
of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof: from such turn away. For of 
this sort are they which creep into 
houses, and lead captive silly women 
laden with sins, led away with divers 
lusts, even learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. 
Now as Jannes and Jambres withstood 
Moses, so do these also resist the truth: 
men of corrupt minds, reprobate con- 
cerning the faith. But they shall pro- 
ceed no further: for their folly shall be 
manifest unto all men, as their’s also 
was. But thou hast fully known my doc- 
trine, manner of life, purpose, faith, 
longsuffering, charity, patience, persecu- 
tions, afflictions, which came unto me 
at Antioch, at Iconium, at Lystra; what 
persecutions I endured: but out of them 
all the Lord delivered me. Yea, and all 
that will live godly in Christ Jesus shall 
suffer persecution. But evil men and se- 
ducers shall wax worse and worse, de- 
ceiving, and being deceived. But con- 
tinue thou in the things which thou hast 
learned and hast been assured of, know- 
ing of whom thou hast learned them; 
and that from a child thou hast known 
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the holy scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation thfsagh 
faith which is in Christ Jesus. All 
scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness: That the man of God may 
be perfect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works,” 2 Tim. 3rd chapter. 

“I charge thee therefore before God, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall 
judge the quick and the dead at his ap- 
pearing and his kingdom; Preach the 
word; be instant in season, out of sea- 
son; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine. For the time 
will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their own 
lusts shall they heap to themselves teach- 
ers, having itching ears; and they shall 
turn away their ears from the truth, and 
shall be turned unto fables. But watch 
thou in all things, endure afflictions, do 
the work of an evangelist, make full 
proof of thy ministry. For I am now 
ready to be offered, and the time of my 
departure is at hand. I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith: Henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord, the _ righteous 
judge shall give me at that day: and not 
to me only, but unto all them also that 
love his appearing,” 2 Tim. 4:1-8. 

“But speak thou the things which be- 
come sound doctrine: That the aged 
men be sober, grave, temperate, sound 
in faith, in charity, in patience. The 
aged women likewise, that they be in 
behaviour as becometh holiness, not 
false accusers, not given to much wine, 
teachers of good things; That they may 
teach the young women to be sober, to 
love their husbands, to love their chil- 
dren, to be discreet, chaste, keepers at 
home, good, obedient to their own hus- 
bands, that the Word of God be not 
blasphemed. Young men likewise exhort 
to be sober minded. In all things shew- 
ing thyself a pattern of good works: in 
doctrine shewing uncorruptness, gravity, 
sincerity, sound speech, that cannot be 
condemned; that he that is of the con- 
trary part may be ashamed, having no 
evil thing to say of you. Exhort servants 
to be obedient unto their own masters, 
and to please them well in all things; 
not answering again; not purloining, but 
shewing all good fidelity; that they may 
adorn the doctrine of God our Savior 
in all things. For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath appeared to all 
men, teaching us that, denying ungodli- 
ness and worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present world; Looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ; 
Who gave himself for us, that he might 
redeem us from all inquity, and purify

The Rapture 


The rapture is that blessed event when 
the righteous dead being raised, and the 
living saints changed, all together shall 
be caught up to meet the Lord in the 
air. It is the next great event to be ex- 
pected by the Church. It is for this ex- 
press purpose that Jesus will return to 
this earth again at the end. 


1. Notice what Jesus Himself said 
concerning that great day, 


“If I go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive you un- 
to myself; that where I am there ye may 
be also,” John 14:3. 


The disciples taught and the converts 
believed in the visible return of Jesus, 
as expressed in many places. In 1 Thess. 
1:10 it is made plain that they were “to 
wait for His (God’s) Son from heaven, 
whom he raised from the dead, even Je- 
sus which delivered us from the wrath 


to come.” 


2. It will take place at the end of this 
dispensation. Jesus came the first time 
to bring in a new dispensation of 
grace. He gave His message to the world, 
was crucified, rose again, went back to 
heaven, sent the Holy Ghost, who directs 
the work of the Church throughout the 
gospel age. At the end of the age, which 
is the harvest time, the gathering of the 
wheat into God’s barn, He will return 
again, and personally direct all of the 
affairs of that day. 


3. The rapture will take place when 
the gospel has been preached in all the 
world. When Jesus sent forth His disci- 
ples He said to them, “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature,” Mark 16:15. And further He 
said, “This gospel of the kingdom shall 
be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations; and then shall the 
end come,” Matt. 24:14. 


4. Before the rapture takes place 
there is to come a great falling away. Je- 
sus Himself mentions these days, and so 
does the Apostle Paul (1 Tim. 4:1; 2 
Thess. 2:3). Saint Peter also mentions 
the same (2 Peter 2:1). 


By this we understand that among 
God’s own people there will arise false 
teachers and leaders. So it will be a time 
of so many teachers of that which is 
false in the world that it will be alarm- 
ing. And in the world generally all man- 
ner of sin and crime will be multiplied 
to such an extent that the world has 
never before witnessed. 


§. The rapture will be preceded by 
great signs and wonders. Jesus said,

If you are this kind of a shepherd, I 
pity you, because you are losing your 
vision. Your congregation begins to lose 
out also because the pew can’t be any 
more spiritual than the pulpit. Of course 
you see it, but you don’t seem to know 
how to remedy it. 

If you had preached God’s message on 
Sunday morning Sister So and So 
would’t have sent her children off to the 
movies this week. She says, “I can’t go 
myself, I belong to the Church, but I 
see no harm in sending the children.” 
Perhaps those children: will be led 
astray by that visit to the movies. Who 
will God hold accountable? Answer for 
yourself. 

Many of the sisters in your church 
have begun to bob a part of their hair 
off. They left it just long enough to 
have a very small roll so that the rest of 
the church couldn’t point their finger 


and tell them they had bobbed hair. My 
own judgment is that they might as 
well have cut it all. They wanted to. 
Their mind was running in that direc- 
tion. Their spirituality is diminishing. 
Whose fault is it? Some preachers are 
so afraid of making a hobby out of one 
thing that they really fail to do their 
duty concerning it. 

Brother So and So in your church 
takes in all the ball games now. He just 
can’t miss one. He says it’s no harm. 
How about it, pastor? 

I fee! we are getting so broad-minded 
that we are taking in a lot of things 
God’s Word condemns. I agree that we 
are living in a modern age, but I don’t 
believe God has changed from fifteen 
or twenty years ago. The fire fell when 
the price was paid and we have to still 
keep paid up to keep the fire. I want the 
fire, don’t you? 

On Sunday morning Sister Brown 
comes to Sunday School, but her chil- 
dren are absent. She said they had been 
in school all week and they needed a lit- 
tle recreation. So they packed their 
lunch bright and early and went out to 
the park to spend the day. 

Pastor, do you allow all such things 
as these to go on in your church? I have 
come in contact with just such things as 
I have spoken of, and it is so disgusting 
to see people living such lives when we 
ought to be holding up the highest 
standard of any people in the world. 

You may say I’m old-fashioned, but 
I wish we had the atmosphere we had a 
few years ago. I’m sick and tired of for- 
mality and pretense. Let’s have the 
real or nothing. 

1 Cor. 6:19, 20 tells us that we are 
not our own, but are bought with a 
price, therefore glorify God in your 
body and spirit which are God’s. 

I am sure we can’t glorify Him with 
a compromise spirit, and those who are 
letting down the standard will wake up 
to the sad fact some day that their good 
experience has leaked out and they were 
not conscious of it, and may be classed 
with the foolish virgins who had no oil.

The Love-Covenant of Jonathan 
and Devid 


There was a man who lived at Beth- 
lehem by the name of Jesse, and he had 
several sons. Samuel was judge over 
God’s people at that time and God told 
him to go over to Bethlehem and anoint 
a king in Saul’s stead. When Samuel ar- 
rived in Bethlehem Jesse’s sons were all 
dressed and ready to meet him. They all 
passed before him and Samuel was 
praying for the Lord to show him which 
one he wanted as king. The Lord didn’t 
speak to him as the first group passed 
before him. He asked Jesse if these were 
all his sons and Jesse told him he had 
another little fellow who was watching 
the sheep. Samuel said, “Go fetch him; 
I will not sit down until he comes.” As 
they brought David in God spoke to 
Samuel and said, “This is the one.” 

Now David wasn’t thinking about 
being king or anything great, but he was 
out in the field keeping the bears and 
lions off his father’s sheep. He was old 
enough to be trusted with a great flock 
of sheep and he was true to his trust. 
These are the kind of young men that 
God wants, those that will be true to 
whatever is committed to their trust. If 
David had left the sheep to be devoured, 
no doubt God would not have wanted 
him to be king. But He wanted someone 
whom He could trust and who would 
be faithful. 

After Samuel anointed David, David 
went back to looking after the sheep. In 
a few years war broke out and the sons 
of Jesse had to go to fight against the 
Philistines. One day David visited the 
army that his brothers were in. He 
heard them talking about a big man 
named Goliath who had defied the 
armies of Israel. David told the general 
of the army that he would fight with 
Goliath. His brothers tried to persuade 
him not to do it, thinking he was too 
young. Saul, the king, after questioning 
David, and putting his coat of mail on 
him, was afraid David was making a 
mistake. David told them he didn’t care 
for their armor and sword but he had 
learned to throw stones in a sling. He 


went out and selected his stones from 
the brook and put them in his bag, took 
his sling in his hand and went out to 
meet Goliath. As he faced this great 
giant he was praying for God to help 
him, for he had told Saul and his army 
that he was going in the name of the 
Lord. 

Those who want to be successful in 
this life, must not depend upon the 
things of this world nor upon them- 
selves, but solely depend upon _ the 
Lord. We can always use our natural 
talents and the things we are used to in 
the work of the Lord. Some think you 
have to have diplomas, law books and 
other books of instructions, but God can 
use best those hearts that are surrendered 
to Him and are willing to risk every- 
thing and go in the name of the Lord. 

David threw a stone and Goliath fell 
a victim. He cut off his head and took it 
back to the camp. This was a great vic- 
tory for Israel that day, for the Philis- 
tines were excited and ran away. It was 
at this time that Jonathan, Saul’s son, 
surrendered all to David in love. 

“And it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of spéaking unto Saul, that 
the soul of Jonathan was knit with the 
soul of David, and Jonathan loved him 
as his own soul. And Saul took him that 
day, and would let him go no more home 
to his father’s house. Then Jonathan and 
David made a covenant, because he 
loved him as. his own soul. And 
Jonathan stripped himself of the robe 
that was upon him, and gave it to David, 
and his garments, even to his sword, 
and to his bow, and to his girdle,” 1 
Sam. 18:1-4. 

Jonathan saw that God was’ with 
David and he was willing for the Lord 
to use David. He was not jealous and 
did not complain and find fault with 
David. Of course he was the oldest son 
of Saul and at Saul’s death he would 
have inherited the throne if Saul had 
lived true to the Lord and died in honor. 
But Jonathan was a bright, young man 
and he saw that God was working 
through David, so he delivered to him 
his robe, and all his royal garments, even 
to his sword, bow and girdle. I tell you, 
this was a great surrender but it has 
made all the world look upon him with 
admiration. It takes a brave and noble 
man to condescend and honor others. It 
is a trait of character that can only 
come through a divine touch of our 
heavenly Father. 

It is said that Jonathan’s and David’s 
hearts were knit together. As they re- 
turned to their cities from the battle of 


the Philistines, something happened that 
has always been a sad thing to me. As 
the women came out dancing and prais- 
ing God for the victory, they were sing- 
ing a song: “Saul has slain his thousands, 
but David his tens of thousands.” Saul 
was a backslider and this made him jeal- 
ous of David, and this was finally the 
means of kim losing his throne and being 
destroyed. Jealousy is as cruel as the 
grave and will ruin any person that will 
allow it to get hold of them. Jonathan 
was oven and free-hearted and wasn’t a 
bit jealous and David was of a noble dis- 
position also, and was not jealous. 

We feel that the young people of to- 
day would do well to study the lives 
of these two noble sons of Israel and see 
how they worked together, how they 
protected, and loved one another. This 
spirit of love and sacred regard for 
others will lift anyone to the highest de- 
gree of usefulness and make him able 


to accomplish things for God. But to be | 


envious and work against someone is one 
of the most dangerous things that any- 
body can do. 


David was admitted into the family 
of Saul. Saul gave him his daughter for 
a wife, but Saul made it hard on him 
and tried to take his life, but God was 
with him. Jonathan kept David posted 
and caused him at one time to leave his 
father’s home because of Saul’s plans to 
take his life. God will always take care 
of those who will serve, love, and honor 
His Word and be kind to those about 
them. I think this is one of the most 
beautiful stories of the Bible—the story 
of Jonathan and David, how they 
worked together, fought together, and 
in the moments of trials advised with 
one another. The spirit of Jonathan in 
its love, beauty, self-surrendering. and 
honoring others, yet true to his father as 
a king, can hardly be found in Bible 
characters. Of course we all know the 
story of how the lives of these two pre- 
cious young men were spent. 

A few words to our young people, if 
you want to be useful and have favor 
with God, make sacrifices for others. Let 
them make you a steppingstone to vic- 
tory. Someone asked a man one day to 
tell him how he had gained favor with 
God and had been placed in positions of 
honor and trust. He said, “I did it by 
helping others. If I found a man strug- 
gling for existence I reached out a help- 
ing hand and pulled him up to at least 
my level.” If you are ever great and live 
a life that will long be remembered, it 
will be by kind deeds and kind words

How many of you boys and girls 
know what a sunbeam is? Well, a sun- 
beam is a ray of the sun. What do sun- 
beams do? They shine, of course. They 
have a place and part in God’s great 
plan for the world. What would we do 
without the little sunbeams! Do you 
know of a single person in the whole 
world who would not welcome the sun- 
beams? Yes, we are glad for the rain- 
drops and of course the sunbeams must 
hide their faces while the clouds form 
and the raindrops come down. We must 
have the rain too. But after a nice rain 
the sunbeams look so prettily as they 
come out again from behind the clouds 
and shine upon the wet earth. My! they 
make us feel so cheerful and good. 


Just imagine how the earth would be 
without the sunbeams. It would be damp 
and cold and dark. On a cool day you 
can see people, and even animals and 
fowls, hovering in the sunshine where- 
ever they can find it. And we say, “This 
sun feels so warm and good.” Everyone 
knows that the sunbeams bring cheer, 
warm the earth, help to make the vege- 
tables, fruits, flowers, trees, and grass 
grow, and they make little children 
grow too. Children who live in places 
where they do not get enough sunshine 
and fresh air are not as healthy as chil- 
dren who can play out where the little 
sunbeams can come down upon them, 
and they can breathe the fresh, pure 
air. And did any, of you ever see a little 
plant of any kind that had come up 
under a board or under a_ bucket or 
something? Do you remember how pale 
it looked, and how weak? You can take 
something and cover up a spot of grass 
and after several days go back and look 
and you will find that the grass has 
turned pale. It just takes the sunshine, 
the little sunbeams, to make anything 
as healthy and strong as it should be. 


Sunbeams are very important. God 
knew just what we would need and He 
made everything just right. He has two 
kinds of sunbeams. One kind is the kind 
we have been talking about, that make 


us healthy and strong in our bodies, help 
things to grow, warm the earth, and 
make us feel cheerful. God causes these 
to come to us direct from the sun way 
up in the heavens. The other kind of 
sunbeams help us_ to be healthy and 
strong in our souls and spirit. They 
cheer us up and make us happy. These 
sunbeams are little boys and girls them- 
selves and older people too. 

Would you like to be a sunbeam for 
Jesus? or maybe you are already a sun- 
beam for Him. Everybody can be one 
who wants to be. Remember that sun- 
beams are important and if you are a 
sunbeam you are filling an important 
place in the Lord’s work here on earth. 
We can’t make the trees and grass grow, 
but we can do lots of good, even more 
good than the sunbeams that come from 
the sun. 

Do you know how we can be sun- 
beams? By being cheerful and happy, 
saying kind words to others, visiting 
sick children and crippled children who 
can’t get out like we can, taking them 
flowers and nice things to eat, loving 
them, and helping others in every way 
we can. Of course we need Jesus in our 
own hearts in order to be real good sun- 
beams. He will make us the brightest 
little sunbeam if we will only give our- 
selves to Him, let Him come into our 
hearts and control our lives. 

Don’t you know the Lord is pleased 
when He looks down from heaven and 
sees all His little sunbeams working, go- 
ing here and there, smiling, being kind 
to one another, and spreading sunshine 
on the earth! If you are not a sunbeam 
already, decide now that you will be one 
and will spread all the sunshine you can. 

Sometimes people get discouraged, ev- 
erything looks dark to them. They feel 
so down and out and don’t know what 
to do.
